Bender's church has been improved 
inside and outside by the Lutheran 
congregation at a cost of $4,000. 
The 
bell tower was lined with steel and 
the roof and all exterior woodwork 
were painted. The interior was paint­ 
ed and pa (ieie<l. A hardwood floor was 
laid and a chancel arch erected. 
E xtensile Repairs 
An altar, 
pulpit, 
lecturn, 
hymn 
boards and chairs of the Romanesque 
I style were installed. 
A brass cross, 
! vases and offering plates with a lta r 
and 
pulpit 
hangings 
in 
liturgical 
colors together with the new Common 
Service 
hymnals

purchased.

Bender’s. The historical data follows; 
Build Church in 1781 
“ Bender’s 
Lutheran 
congregation 
was organized in 1767 ami met joint­ 
ly with tin* German Reformed church 
in the English Episcopal church. 
The 


I congregations grew’ rapidly and soon 
'desired a separate place of worship. 
Jacob Bonder, a member of the Evan­ 
gelical Lutheran congregation,donated 
a piece of land in Menalten township, 
I then York county, now Butler tow n­ 
ship, Adams county, in 17H1 for the 
building of a church. 
On April 7, 
I 1781, the members of the Lutheran 
and Reformed congregations drew up 
! a series of articles and authorized the 
building of a church prior to autumn. 
“This first church, we are told, was 
built of logs. 
Mrs. Annie Steinour 
remembers her m other telling her ot 
an occasion when the dogs chased a 
rabbit into 
the church 
through a 
crevice in the logs and thus disrupted 
the services but saved the rabbit, 
j ‘Tile Brief History of the Origin of 
Bender’s Church’ informs us of the 
prosperity of the congregations s ta t­ 
ing that ‘in the summertime or at the 
administration 
of 
the 
Holy 
Com­ 
munion the old building was too small 
for the thickly gathered members.’ 
“ Finally, when the old building had 
become to dilapidated that it could 
not have been restored to good condi- 
j tion without great expense, the heads 
j of the two congregations decided to 
get up a subscription list and thus to 
test the sense of the members of tho 
two 
congregations 
concerning 
the 
building of a new brick church. 
The 
j same was erected and dedicated in 
' 1811. 
Congregations Separate 
“The 
congregations 
continued to 
grow and prosper until in 1886 it be­ 
came necessary to erect a two story 
edifice for worship. 
This latter build­ 
ing was reconditioned 
in the 
year 
11911. 
Since th at time the property 
has for various reasons been neglected 
1 thus necessitating extensive renova­ 
tion*. 
These were begun during the 
past wfinter. 
4 Tile expense involved and the fu ­ 
ture prospects of the Reformed con­ 
gregation caused 
them to seriously 
consider the feasibility of w ithdraw ­ 
ing from Bernier’s and uniting with 
'T rinity Reformed church, Biglerville. 
This was done early in the Spring. 
The Lutheran congregation continued 
making the necessary repairs and in 
due course of time for a nominal sum 
obtained a quit claim from the sister 
congregation for the property.”
